COLUMBUS, July 10 — An expert 
advised gardeners today h ow to 
plant late summer crops during th e 
drough t th at is gripping th e mid­ 
west and slash ing Vegetable pro­ 
duction. 
| 
Sh owers were reported in some 
sections of Oh io yesterday, but th ey 
provided only sligh t relief and th e 
| weath er bureau could promise no 
I h eavy rainfall in th e immediate fw- 


i ture. 
Planting vegetables in weath er as 
h ot as Oh io h as h ad th e past th ree 
weeks is pretty much of a gamble, 
said Victor H Ries. director of th e 
Oh io Victory Garden project. 
•‘It poses a difficult problem.” 
h e commented. ‘ However, if late 
summer crops are to be grown, 
th ey must be planted now.” 
Ries suggested th at ground be 
th orough ly h oed or spaded wh ere 
seeds are to be planted and th at 
a pound of victory garden fertilizer 
be incorporated in each 100 feet 
of rcw and th orough ly mixed with 
th e soil. 
After th e row h as been prepared 
and th e trench in wh ich th e seeds 
are to be planted h as been made, 
th e 
soil 
sh ould 
be 
th orough ly 
watered, h e asserted. 
“Wa’ter th e row wh ere you are to 
sow,” Ries said, “even if you h ave 
to carry th e water in pails." 
After th e seed sown is in th e 
moist soil and covered with a quar­ 
ter-inch of dirt, sh ade th e row with 
weeds, old pea vines, h eavy build­ 
ing paper or boards, h e suggested. 
Watering before sowing, h e said, 
is better th an watering after plant­ 
ing. since it does not h ave a ten­ 
dency to cake th e ground, or to 
pack th e soil over th e seed. 


If you h ave planted, and get an 
exceedingly h ot spell immediately | 
after planting, th e wise th ing to do 
is to re-plant about a week later, 
1 
h e advised, since th e intense h eat 
sometimes makes a “spotty germin­ 
ation. 
Some 
vegetables 
th at 
can' be 
sown now include beets, carrots, 
bush beans, kale, rutabagas, and 
in a couple of weeks, Ch inese cab­ 
bage. 
Radish es, spinach , endive, leaf 
and h ead lettuce, mustard greens 
and turnips sh ould be planted in 
late July, h e said. 
H D. Brown, proiersor of vege­ 
tables gardening at Oh io State, said 
th e drough t 
was 
growing 
more 
j 
alarming daily. Th e dry weath er h as 
cut vegetable production 10 to 50 
per cent, h e asserted, with south ­ 
ern Oh io. Indiana and Illinois be­ 
ing h ardest h it.

; when called into military service. 
38 P. C. Change Courses 
Thirty-eight per cent of the men 
said they had changed from their 
originally contemplated course of 
study. 
Few of the discharged service­ 
men said they were experiencing 
any great difficulty in readjusting 
themselves to the change from mili­ 
tary to civilian student life. They , 
said the main problems they found 
were changing from the discipline 
of military service to civilian free­ 
dom, getting buck into study routine 
and getting used to being out of 
uniform. 
W ithout exception, the men said 
they were returning to the univer­ 
sity with more serious intents than 
before they went Into the Army 
or Navy.

White House Talks 
Impress De Gaulle 


WASHINGTON. 
July 
10—Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle, reporting his 
conversations with President Roose­ 
velt had attained the “principal ob­ 
ject” of creating a better under­ 
standing, 
announced 
today 
he 
would move his capital from Algiers 
to liberated 
French 
territory as 
soon as possible. 
“I had very« broad and frank con­ 
versations with 
President 
Roose­ 
velt,” De Gaulle told a press con­ 
ference. adding that he was tak ing 
away with him “the best possible 
impression from my 
stay 
in 
the 
capital of the United States ” 
The FYench leader said he ex ­ 
plained to the President “as well 
as I could, how France, gradually 
emerging from her tem porary m is­ 
fortune, intends to participate with 
her Allies, at her 
rightful 
place, 
first in the war and then in the life 
of the world at peace.” 
De Gaulle said President Roose­ 
velt spok e to him of American res­ 
ponsibilities for the war and for the 
peace “with a breadth of view, a 
k nowledge of the problems, and an 
idealism 
which 
particularly

pressed me.” 
The general discussed his m eet­ 
ing with Mr Roosevelt and other 
American officials just before tak ­ 
ing a plane for New York .
